In New York an official of the 
northern Baptist convention, Pres- 
ident Truman's denomination, said 
tne charges were a ‘‘terrible thing” 
and bracketed them with the treas- 
on trial of Josef Cardinal Mind- 
szenty, Roman Catholic primate of 
Hungary, as part of a Commu- 
nist “persecution of all religious 
Protestant, Catholic or Jews.” 

“The last church census in 1934 
listed 8,371 protestants in Bul- 
garia, compared to 5,000,000 mem- 
bers in the Greek Orthodox church, 
the national faith.

At the first official celebration of Abraham Lincoln’s birth- 
day, held in Washington the year following his death, the 
historian George Bancroft was called on to deliver a review 
of the Great Emancipator’s career. 

The next day the New York Tribune said of Mr. Ban- 
croft’s speech that it dealt with Lincoln “as one who was 
molded by events and acted as their agent rather than as 
one whose force of character made the times take shape in | 
accordance with his will.” 

“Lincoln,” the Tribune continued, “had the same view 
of his own relation to affairs. He thought himself put at the 
head of the Republic in order to execute the will of the 
people—not to take the lead in public busifiess, not to trans- 
cend popular expectation, not to show himself guided and 
uplifted by prophetic inspiration.” 

That contemporary view of the 16th president is in mark- | 
ed contrast with the heroic concept shared by later genera- 
tions. Though he led the nation through the worst crisis 
in its history, he never thought of himself as the great leader 
we usually honor today. 

Hitler was a leader—Mussolini, tdo. They both “trahs- 
cended popular expectation,” and showed themselves “guid- 
ed and uplifted by prophetic inspiration.” 

Lincoln's greatness lay in his steadfast devotion to “gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people and for the people.” 
He was never above the people, as an omnipotent leader 
must be. In these days of tension and stress, it is good to 
remember that even in its time of greatest peril, this nation
